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Attachment to Advisory Action 

1 . Applicants' amendment filed 12/1/2010 has not been entered given that it raises 
new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. 

With respect to new issues, applicant has amended Claims 1 and 15 to recite 
that the inorganic compound consists essentially of at least one swelling inorganic 
layered compound, thus narrowing the types of inorganic compounds, and reciting 
members of the polyisocyanate compound composition. Additionally, new Claims 24 
and 25 have been added, reciting the polyamine comprises a urethane modified 
polyamine. It is the examiner's position that this is a new issue since the limitations of 
the claim have changed, narrowing the inorganic compounds, specifying the members 
of the polyisocyanate compound, and requiring specific species for the polyamine 
compound. Therefore, the amendment would require further consideration and/or 
search. 

2. As the amendment is not being entered. Applicant's remarks, directed to the 
newly amended claims will not be addressed in this communication.
